Our unwearied sun, In all

millenniums of vigil, has never be- 
fore seen such a spectacle as he 
beholds on our witless little earth 
:oday. A frenzy of military "pre- 
paredness" 
obsesses 
the

world. 
Every nation Is getting 


ready for war. All legislation and 
social operations move under the 
alack pall of preparation for strife 
upon a vaster scale than ever waa 
dreamed of by any world conquer- 
or. If it wore not so patently true 
before our very eyes, wo would 
deem the situation 
Impossible,' 


crazy and Incomprehensible. 


Even the narrow-minded mili- 
tarists who are responsible for 
this orgy of horror a»d hate per- 
ceive that they must have more 
than guns and airplanes and ships.

A Visit to Babylon 


Before the war, I first visited 


the huge excavations of the Ger- 
mans at Babylon, and the direc- 
tor, Dr. Kaldeway, took me on a 
tour of the ruins, One spot espe- 
cially held my Interest, the royal 
banqueting room, with the alcove 
for the king on one side, and the 
cuneiform-stamped bricks of the 
floor still intact. . This, he said, 
was undoubtedly the scene of Bels- 
hazzar's feast, and It was on the 
wall, now gone, opposite the throne, 
that the mysterious writing had 
appeared. 
• That visit to Babylon, even more

Babylon , fell, but 
Daniel rose. We recall, as-we'Wlt- 
ness the' ignominy of Belshazzar, 
that it was in Babylon that Alex- 
ander the great died drunk, thus 
ending a career of splendor.

J. N Edens, president of the First 
National Bank of Corslcana,

led in the discussion from the tax-

court work out a suitable budget. 
He said the budget was running 
over from $25,000 to $40,000 for the 
last few years, and that in August 
1937, it was only $8,000 over. "He 
said the debt was the result of 
over-estimates of revenue in pre- 
paring previous budgets, showing 
that expenditures were running 
aver revenue $10,000 to $15,000 per 
year, "which has to be adjusted."

Pure albino squirrels, that is 


those 'which are all white and 
have pink eyes, are extremely rare 
but are occasionally found in Tex- 
as woods. However, the spotted 
squirrel, which is black and brown 
is even more unusual. In fact, 
the first of that, typo to be re- 
ported to the Game Department 
was found Just 
recently. Yet, 
strange'as It may seem, an alblnp 
squirrel and a black and brown 
nut-eater were both found within 
a few miles of each other near 
the East Bernard River not far 
from Cat Spring, Texas, recent- 
ly.- Emmett Knevton of Cat Spring 
captured the. albino when it was 
extremely young and has raised 
it* In his back yard. Mr. Knevton 
also reported the black and brown 
spotted squirrel, which was killed 
by a hunter near his place. 


Bird migrations from the North 
into Texas • has already starteu. 
Long billed curlews and upland 
plovers have been seen in south- 
central Texas. They are the fore- 
runners of a number 
of 
other 
species of migratory birds which 
include not only many species of 
ducks and geese but song and 
insectivorous birds such as robins, 
starlings, meadow larks, mourn- 
ing ;doves,--several 
varieties 
of 


sparrows, warblers of several dif- 
ferent kinds, and buntings. 


Teal, one of the smaller species' 
of duuehs are usually among the 
first of the ducks 
to 
migrate 
south each year. However, hunt- 
ers generally regard them as, mi- 
grating' in September, 
October 


and November. Representatives of 
the Game ' Department 
sighted 
teal as far south as Laredo in 
early August last year.
